Pilot, McCullough and Thur- 
man Are Safe, Club Presi- 
dent Is Told..

HOPED TO SAIL WEST 











Low Currents at Start Encour- 
aged Pilot to Expect a New 
Direction. 


Capt. John Berry, Paul McCullough and 
John 8. Thurman sailed from St. Louis 
the Lahm Cup, land- 
ed Monday near Savanna, IIl., 242 miles 
north of St. ".ouis, and 135 miles west 
of Chicago. according to a bulletin is- 
sued by Charles W. Nugent, president 
of the South St. Louis Aero Club. 

Mr. Nugent recelved the news by 
long-distance telephone. He was told 


that the wnding was made at 9:30 a. 
m., after the aeronauts had passed 
through a heavy snowstorm. The per- 
son who sent the message said all the 
aeronauts were safe. 
The distance from St. Louis to Sa- 
vanna is 233 miles short of the Lahm 
Cup record, established by Capt. de 
Forest Chandler in 1907. 
The message did not make it clear 
why the party landed so short of the 
cup distance, which they were striving 
to exceed, or why, when provided with 
ballast and food for a flight of two 
days or longer, they abandoned the at- 
tempt 15 hours after they start2d. They 
started Sunday night -from the Rutger 
street gashouse. 
Berry and McCullough, tn the Univer- 
sity City, won the recent long distance 
flight from Indianapolis. Thurman, 
their present companion, is a consulting 
mechanical engineer. | 

Returns Starts Again. 
The first start was a false one. The 
balloon rose gracefully, and was mov- 
ing toward the northwest when, with- 
out warning, a blast draft was turned 
into one of the gas furnaces and a tongue 
of flame shot into the air from a 
smokestack which was directly in the 
path of the balloon. 
Berry was quick to see the danger 
that the gas in the balloon might be ig- 
nited by the flame. He signalled to 
helpers and spectators, and they pulled 
the balloon back into the yard. 
At 8:01 the University rose again. This 
time’ it cleared all of the cinder piles 
and buildings, and floated away into 
the night in a northwesterly direction. 
Just before leaving the ground, Berry 
said the upper currents of air were 
moving eastward, but that the lower 
strata would take him westward. 

Hoped to Fly Westward. 
“No long-distance record bas ever 
been made in a westerly flight, but I 
think I will try it," he said. “There 
is a 30-mile wind on the lower levels 
now, and I believe that by taking ad- 
vantage of it, I can equal or surpass 
the Lahm Cup record in quick time.”’ 
The speed with which the balloon 
traveled is shown by the fact that nine 
minutes after the start ‘t was seen sail- 
ing over Fairground, five miles north- 
west of the gas works.

rapid descent, but the machine struck 
the ground rather heavily and its un- 
der framework and the fore propellers 
were smashed.

It was expected that Bleriot would 
land west of Dover, but from the dires- 
tion taken it was fo00n evident that he 
would alight to the eastward. Only a 
few minutes after the wireless announc- 
ing the start, the laconic message, ‘“‘Out 
of sight,"’ was received at Dover. Hard- 
ly had this been transcribed when a 
keen-eyed coast guard, scanning the sea 
with his telescope, shouted that Bleriot 
was within sight. 


The airship was flying like a gigan- 
tic hawk. The noise of the engines was 
audible in a moment, so swiftly did it 
come.

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SUTTON INQUIRY 


Commander ~ Orders Daily 
Proceedings to Continue 
Over Davis’ Protest. 


By Associated Press. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., July 26.—At the 
opening of the inquiry into the death 
of Lieut. J. W. Sutton today, Henry E. 
Davis, Mrs. Sutton’s counsel, suggested 
to Commander Hood, presiding member 
of the board, that as the witnesses on 
hand would not carry the proceedings 
beyond the week, an adjournment might 
be taken at the close of today’s session 
until Monday next week, when B6ur- 
geon F. C. Cook and Lieut, Harold H. 
Utley of the Margne Corps, the two 
witnesses now abréad, are expected to 
arrive here. The court, however, de- 
cided to centinue the sessions from day 
to day. , 

Lieut. Edward A. Osterman, U. 8S. M. 
C., was recalled and questioned by Mr. 
Davis in regard to the revolver which 
was passed to Sergt. de Hart on the 
night of the fight, when Sutton was 
killed. De Hart had sworn that he did 
not know who gave him the weapon. 

Osterman said he did not see a re- 
volver given to De Hart and did not 
know who gave it to the Sergeant. 

“But I have a recollection that some- 
one did hand him one of the revolvers,” 
added the witness. 

Lieut. Willing Is Recalled, 

Lieut. Edward 8S. Willing of the ma- 
rines also was recalled and questioned 
about the revolver,incident. He, like 
Osterman, denied having given’ the 
weapon to De Hart. He said he heard 
afterward that somebody had given De 
Hart a revolver, but that he never heard 
who the officer was who did so. 

William I. Owens, the chauffeur who 
drove the officers to camp on the night 
of the tragedy, was recalled and cor- 
rected his testimony. He desired to say 
he had never heard one of the officers 
call for the “sentry,” instead of “‘or- 
derly,’’ after Sutton-and- his companions 
got out of his car on ‘“‘The Dump.”’ 

Young Owens said he thought “or- 
derly’’ and “sentry’’ meant the same 
thing when he previously testified. 
Owens said he had not been told since 
he testified that they were of different 
ranks. 

Maj. Leonard closely questiond Owens 
on this point when the chauffeur testi- 
fied last week. At that time Owens 
announced that the call was for an or- 
derly,. 

Sutton “Tipped” Well. 

Owens said he knew Sutton and liked 
him ‘‘very well because he always gave 
him a good tip,’’ while the other men 
gave him nothing. 

Edward Griffith, the other chauffeur, 
was recalled and testified he heard the 
cry of ‘‘sentry.”’ 

Owens’ and Griffith’s testimony did 
not agree as to the relative locations 
of their cars on the night in question.

Had Tried to End Life When 


Father Slapped Her—She Explains That He

Margaret Emmos, 19 years old, “‘little 
mother” of her father’s home, fired a 
pistol at herself, but was so nervous 
that the bullet missed its mark, afte- 
her father had slapped her in_ the 
kitchen of their home at 215 South 
Third street, Monday. She fell to the 
floor, but in a swoon. 

When she became quieter; she left 
the house, refusing to say ‘‘goodby’’ to 
her father. Before she reached the cor- 
ner her father, Anthony Emmos, 49 
years old, took the same revolver the 
girl had fired at herself, lay down on 
his bed and shot himself in the temple.

Margaret prepared breakfast for her 
sister, Rose, 15 years old, and her 
brother, Frank, 17. They were about to 
leave the table in the kitchen when the 
father entered. He rebuked Margaret 
for not having his breakfast ready, and 
when she replied in a manner that dis- 
pleased him, he slapped her. 


Held Revolver Against Body. 


“T was so mortified ana angry,’ the 
girl told a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘that 
for a moment I wanted to kill myself. 
I went into the middle room, where my 
father sleeps, and got his revolver from 
under a pillow. I placed it against mv 
body and pulled the trigger. I must 
have been nervous, for, although I was 
burned by the. powder, the bullet did 
not strike me. It went through the 
floor and 1 fainted.”’ 

The girl said that she had been her 
father’s housekeeper ever since her 
mother died three years ago, except for 
two months in 1907, when their step- 
mother lived. at the home. Her father 
and her stepmother are separated now, 
she said, and the stepmother lives at 
HKkermann, Mo.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—In the Sen- 
ate and the House the anti-free hides 
element is making active preparations 
for vigorous resistance to any report 
from the tariff Conference Committee 
which may look to taking the duty off 
of hides. Northwestern Senators and 
members of the House were at the 
Capitol early today. 

The “insurrection” members of the 
House, as the anti-raw material fight- 
ers are coming to be called, decided 
on holding a meeting, which was called 
for 11. o'clock, but the Senators who 
are making a fight along the same 
lines concluded to perfect their plans 
by means of individual conferences. 
Most active among the workers on the 
Senate side were Senators Clark and 
Warren of Wyoming, Carter of Mon- 
tana, Borah of Idaho, and Smoot of 
Utah. 

Try to Put Leather on the Free List. 

In case the conferees bring in a 
free hides report, the opposition wiil 
resort to the tactics of adopting a res- 
Olution of authorization to the Confer- 
ence Committee to place all kinds of 
leather and all leather goods on the 
free jist along with hides, By this 
ceursé, they count on explaining all but 
one of the Democratic votes in the 
Senate and all but four of the Demv- 
cratic votes in the House. The Demv- 
crats are committed to lower duties, 
and while they would not directly heip 
the hide men by voting to put a higher 
duty on their product, they would be 
willing to force all the duty off o? 
shoes. ; 

The hide men think that rather than 
accept free ‘eather and free shoes, the 
manufacturers and the conferees who 
represent their views would be willing 
to concde a duty on hides. 

The fighting will be close in both 
houses. In the Senate there are 61 Re- 
publicans and 31 Democrats. Senator 
the Democratic column 
will vote with the Republicans for pro- 
tection. The other 30 Democrats are 
counted on as favorable to free leath- 
er. With these 30 votes as a starter, 
it would be necessary to get 17 Re- 
publican votes. 

There are about ten Senators who will 
go to any necessary extent. to prevent 
the taking of the duty off of hides. 
They hope to pick up six or seven votes 
from among (the s0-caNed progressive 
Senators who voted against the bill as 
it passed the Senate. 


Free Hides Now or Free Woo! Later. 

The free raw material men were not 
so active today, but they were none tne 
less determined. With the Presiden’ 
and a large majority of the Republican 
members of both houses of Congress 
with them, they say that success must 
come, and they tell the “insurrectos” 
that they must either take free hides 
now or soon be asked to take free wool 
in addition. Everybody appreciates the 
tariff bill is in a critical state and not 
even its most enthusiastic supporters 
are as hopeful over the outlook as they 
were a week ago. 

Greatly concerned by reports of fric- 
tion between Senator Aldrich and Rep- 
resentative Payne on the Sunday night 
session of the Tariff Conference Com- 
mittee, many members of the Senate 
and House today besieged the offices 
of the two leaders In efforts to learn if 
possible what the outcome is to be. At 
both it was stated that the ill-feeling 
endeared by the attempt last night to 
compel a vote on making hides’ dutiable 
at 7% had not widened the breach be- 
tween the Senate and House so much ag 
had been indicated by published stories 
of the controversy. * 

Before the resumption of the sessions 
of the Conference Committee at 2:30 p. 
m. today Senator Aldrich told all ef tis 
callers there was yet a chance to patca 
up all differences so that a report could 
be made to the House tomorrow.

Six Killed, 30 Injured, When 
Six Gars of Train Plunge 
‘Into River. 





In the confusion that followed the 
death of six persons and the injury of 
more than thirty others when Wabash 


train No. 4 piunged down an embank- 
ment into the Missouri River, near Or- 
rick, Mo., Saturday night, Mrs. L. A. 
Turner Lohbeck, a nurse, of 2829 St. 
Louis avenue, proved herself the heroine 
of the tragic accident, and it was due 
to her efforts that the injured obtained 
what comfort and relief they had. 

The engine, a ‘“‘deadhead” Pullman, 
mall car, bazwgage car, day coach and 
Pullman, went into’ the river where 
prolonged heavy rains and high water 
in the river had eaten away the suppc:it 
of the tracks. A chair car and a Pull 
man, the rear cars of the train, re- 
mained on the treck. 

Mrs. Lohbeck, at ner home Monday, 
gave a Post-Dispatch reporter a graph- 
ie escription of the scenes following 
the wreck. 

“f was indignant and horror-stricken 
when I learned that there was neither 
@ medicine case nor any chest of sur; 
gical supplies, no bandages, no gauze, 
ne@,antiseptigs—nothing with which to 
give temporary treatment to the injured, 

“The women furnished bandages by 
tearing up their petticoats. In a few 
minutes every white underskirt on the. 
train Riad been torn into strips and Was | 
wrapped around some injured person. 

at the enforced neglect of many was 
enough ‘to shock anyone. 

“For instance, I saw one man and did 
what I could for him, whose scalp was 
torn from the forehead to the back of 
the.head. Great quantities of coal dust 
had gathered under the tear and there 
was no antiseptic to cleanse the injury. 
I don't see how that scalp ever can be 
sewed back after such an experience. 
“Another man who ware a wooden leg 
lay with the lez jx«mmed into his side. 
But there were no implements’ with 
which to give him necessary relief. 


Had a Pair of Scissors, 

“A third man, who wore a blue jump- 
er and who, I suppose, was a railroad 
-@mploye, was injured in the arm, and 
the cloth of his jumper had becn driven 
into the wound. Fortunately, I had a 
pair of scissors in my suit case which 
I used in cutting away the clothing from 
wounds. I cut away the jumper sleeve 
from that man’s injury, but was com- 
pelled to leave part of the cloth inside

FUGITIVE “SWITCH DROP” 


MAN IS SOUGHT IN LONDON 


Charles Vinton, Who Slipped Dia- 
monds From Settings, Pur- 


sued Across Ocean. 

Charles Vinton, expert ‘“‘switch-drop’’ 
man, has been traced to London, and 
steps are being taken to have him 
caught and brought here to serve a 


three-year sentence in the Penitentiary. 

Two years ago Vinton stole the Sset- 
tings of a diamond brooch valued at 
$7000 from the Bolland Jewelry Co. by 
substituting imitations for the real jew- 
els while pricing them in the store.

He appealed to the 
Supreme Court and was released on a 
bond of $3000 signed by Arthur Lancas- 
ter, a saloonkeeper. 

Several months ago the Supreme “ourt 
affirmed the decision in Vinton’s case, 
and when deputy sheriffs went aXer him 
it was found-he had fled. 

A few days ago Lancaster received in- 
formation that Vinton had gone to Lon- 
don, and Sunday Attorney Willie Clark. 
representing the bondsman, deposited at 
Police Headquarters $100 to defray the 
expenses of bringing Vinton back to 
this country.
